It is expected the Borden 
concern Is anxious to advance the 
prico of its product inasmuch as the 
cost of raw material and tin cans has 
Increased. The combine^ may possibly 
assume an International character, as 
condensed milk Is exported and there 
are some important companies on the 
other side. It Is learned that the 
Bordea Condenaed Milk company 
aome time ago was seeking control ot 
a London plant that turns out a large 
amount of the product.

Victoria, B. C. Nov. 29.— News of 
the foundering of a launch at Noumea 
caused the drowning of 15 prisoners 
was received from the steamer Mio- 
wera.

It was too small, and being 
overcrowded, capsized and all on 
board were thrown Into the water 
The members of the Kanaka crew of 
the St. Pierre dived Into the water re- 
peatedly and saved many, but IK were 
drowned, inclndlag Warden Andre, 
who was In charge of the launch. I be 
accident was witnessed by several 
hundred people from the wharf.

Holiday Enabled Railroad Compaolea 
to Relieve CoBgeated Condition of 
Yards — Strikers Hiive Not 
Yet Ulven Up the FIgbt. 



Pittsburg, Nov. 29.— While many of 
the striking switchmen have returned 
to work and the railroads have suc- 
ceeded pretty well in clearing their 
yards, strikers are still active and as- 
sert that they have made galna. Thia 
claim is denied by railroad officials 
geaerally. who report their lines In 
better condition than at any time since 
the mi ll went out. 

Thursday being a holiday few cars 
were loaded by shippers and the rail- 
road companies availed themselves of 
the opportunity to relieve the con- 
gested condition ot the yards occasion- 
ed by the strike. The Allegheny Val- 
ley railroad is still the greatest sutter- 
er. Blockades continue at several 
points and it will be several days be- 
fore traffic has been resumed satis- 
factorily. Officials say that all but IB 
ot the strikers have returned to work. 
The strikers are making strenuous ef- 
forts BRainst the I'l nnsylvania rail- 
road and were working among th;> 
men employed In the yards of this 
company at Pitcairn. About 160 
switchmen are employed in those 
yards and there has been a feeling of 
unrest among them ever since the 
strike bcKan. 

Railroad offloials expect the men to 
go out and have provided a force to 
take their places if they quit work. 
Six men known as "extras" In the 
Union station yards Joined the strik- 
ers, but their places were immediately 
filled. Traffic moved regularly Friday. 

Relations between the switchmen 
and the trainmen are badly strained. 
The switchmen say Grand Master Mor 
riasey ot the trainmen, did not act 
properly in refusing to allow his men 
to Indorse the strike. On the other 
hand the trainmen accuse the switch- 
men of ac ting without consulting the 
other federations of railway employes. 
If this bad been done, they say, the 
advance in wages could have been se- 
cured without trouble. The bitterness 
over the matter i s increaslBg daily.

Just as they got aboard 
the cage the cable parted and the cage 
dropped. A few seconds later the 
miners at the top heard the sound of 
a crash and splintering wood. The 
cage on the opposite side was Imme- 
diately loaded with a Vesc ue party 
who on arriving at the bottom foun.l 
the men lying unconscious on the 
floor ot the cage with crushed cheats, 
broken arms aad legs aad In some 
cases, the bones protruding out 
through the flesh. One man's skull 
was fractured.

He Is Not Alone Besponslble. 



Detroit, Nov. 29.— Petrio Cardtalla, 
Italian consular agent in Detroit, re- 
turned from the sc ene of the Wabash 
wreck near Seneca, where he went to 
look after the interests of his country- 
men, so maay ot whom were bunted 
to death. He said he was aot yet able 
to form anything like a correct esti- 
mate of the number of Italians killed. 

"While I ( annnt tell how many were 
killed." said he. '1 am inclined to think 
the estimates thus far are a trifle ex- 
aggerated. I ahall •) everything in 
my power to' determine the number ot 
Italiaa victims and to secure informa- 
tion concerning them, but it will re- 
quire time. I do not know where to 
begin, but I hope to have the matter 
straightened out bye and bye. It win 
probably be necessary to send to Italy 
for the names ot the immigrants who 
were on the train and then chock the 
list with those who esc aped." 

Whether the terrible Icfs of life sus- 
tain( d by the Italians will be made th-» 
subject of correspondence between the 
Italian and United States govern- 
ments, Consul Cardlello could not say. 
"It is not my place to notify the lul- 
ial government," he said. "That 
would come within the jurisdiction of 
Count Rose wadowski. the Italian c-on 
sul at Chicapi). who will also look aft- 
er the Injured victims in the Peru hos- 
pitals. I have no doubt that he has 
already advised our government of 
the accident." 

"Have you romiuiinicMtcd with 
Count Rose wadowski?" was asked. "I 
have done my duty," was the diplo- 
matic answer. 

Conductor C. J. Martin ot train 4. 
which collided with train No. 18 near 
Seneca, causing the loss of about SO 
lives, said the order given him at 
Mont pelicr. ()., was to pass No. 13 at 
Seneca, wliiih he took to Kngineer 
Strong and read over to blm and 
which agreed with Strong's orders. 
"Attsr receiving these orders, I re- 
member asking the agent at Montpe- 
Her whether the new siding at Seneca 
would contain my train." said Con- 
ductor Martin. "I was toward the 
rear of the chair car fixing up a pas- 
senger s ticket when I saw the station 
lights ot Seneca flash by and immedi- 
ately felt the airbrake applied. I felt 
no alarm, supposing the engineer was 
slowing down for the east switch, in 
order to st c the niimbers of i:i's en- 
gines, which I supposed had cleared. 
Just then the brakcman, who had been 
on the lookout, came hurrying into 
the chair car and pulled the cord 
twice. What Is it, Tony?' I called. 
'We're going through Seneca,' he an- 
swc rid and an instant later the crash 
came." 

This bears out the statement of Su- 
perintendent Burna, that Engineer 
Strong of No. 4 either misunderstood 
or forgot his orders and ran by Sene- 
ca where he was ordered to pass 13. 

When ("niiiluitur .Martin's state- 
ment was repeated to Engim er Strong 
later, the engineer said: "I have not 
denied at any time that we received 
such aa order; I oaly say that if we 
did get such an order I misread or mis- 
understood <t and that I should have 
been set ri>;ht by the conductoi'. Mr 
fireman will tell you that h.^. too, un- 
derstood that we were to ncet both 
trains at Sand Creek Instead ot at 
Seneca. If I made an error I was not 
aloae to blame. The other three mem- 
bers of the crew must have under- 
stood as I did or else they would have 
corrected me." 

Engineer Strong attaches reumiTwi- 
billty to the conducior and br..Kiman 
tor the simple fact, he says, that it a«> 
had uBderstood he was to most No. 
13 at Seneca he would have blown one 
long and one short blant Inimediati'ly 
whistling for the Srncca aia.ion when 
his tiain wa.< a half mile from that 
point. .Net having done so. he claims 
that either the conductor or the brake- 
maa. it they understood tbe meoling 
order to read leaeca. should have 
whistled him dowa hy puUlag the 
cord twice.

WaabingtoD was then the great baainees 
centrr of thia region. Judge Collins says 
thAtf *'ae early as 1797, there were seven- 
teen atoree in WMbington." Among the 
moat noted of the old atorekeepen were 

John Morton, RnrdePB (ireen, Henry 
A Peter l^ee, David Bell (father of Joabua 
F. Bell of Boyle) and Daniel Vertner, aft- 
erwards of Natchez and Lexington. The 
first newspa.jer in Mason County wai 
The Mirror, pub i hed at Waabington in 
1797 by Hunter iV: Beaumont. The town 
of Washington ui that time did a large 
business, being the chief distributing cen- 
ter for poiota in the South. Ita baainess 
men were manafactorera aa well aa im- 
porters. The old bank, at whi.:li that 
accompliahed gentleman, Robert Taylor, 
preaided aa caahier, ia atill atanding, nnd 
the h\fi vault, with its heavy wrotight- 
iron doors, is apparently aa sound and 
•troBg aa when built. The commercial 
importance of Washington declined when 
tbe county seat was removed to thia 
place.

Mr. Hewitt, of 
New York, was called almost at the last 
of the roll and had no choice hut to take 
a very unfavorable seat. Mr. Tuulbee at 
once, and in the moat pleasant manner, 
insisted upon an exchange of seats and 
not only made Mr. Hewitt his warm 
friend but atiracted the attention of all 
the Democrats and was on that firat day 
a marked man and ended his novitiate. 
Every Representative on both sides at 
once felt like doing him a favor. It was 
spontaneously done without thought of 
advantage— done with modesty but with 
grace. Mr. Taulbee was an unusual man 
of many striking gifta; of abaolute moral 
courage and incorrnptible integrity. He 
bad a voice of aurpaaaiog compasa and 
oonld be easily heard in every part of tbe 
hall and to the remoteat aeat in every 
xallery ; and be spoke with power and a 
daency which at times rnae totlcquence.
